The prime object of elevating these 


houses into the trees, however. I*, a* 
mentioned, to keep them from being 
shaken down by the severe earth- 
quakes which visit the Guerrero terri- 
tory at frequent Intervals. The rock- 
Ing of the earth gives the trees a 
swaying motion, but does no damage 
to the houses. In some localities- whole 
villages of these tree homes are to be 
seen. None of them suffered damage 
from the recent earthquake* which 
wrought such ruin to the buildings 
upon the ground.— New York Tribune.

ROOT INFORMS ROOSEVELT 


Ellhu Root, former secretary of state, now 


United States senator from New York, has in- 
formed Colonel Roosevelt of all that has been 
going on in America since the 
mighty lion 


hunter went away. They met in London a few 
days ago and, to use a homely expression, Mr. 
Roosevelt "got an earful." Roosevelt had heard 
from Gifford-Pinchot and the correspondents of 
the big newspapers in whom he had confidence 
many things, but he might have had some doubts 
until he met Senator Root at Dorchester house, 
the London home of Ambassador Reid. The in- 
surgent movement, the Ballinger bearing, the 
fight on Cannon and what Taft has been doing, 
no doubt are now an open book to the former 
president. 


If there is one man in the United States in 


whom Roosevelt has confidence it Is Elihu Root. When he was president 
Roosevelt listened more closely to the advice of Root than to any other man. 
Had Root been free of former legal connections with the big corporations 
it is believed in many places that Roosevelt would have stood for Root 
instead of Taft for his successor to the presidency. 


Senator Root has gone to The Hague to present the argument of Ameri- 


can fishermen who claim the right under the treaty of 1818 to take fish and 
bait within the territorial waters of Newfoundland. The case is really of 
much greater international importance than at first appears. 


What really is involved is the right of a British colony to curtail the 


rights conferred upon aliens by treaty. 
It might easily follow that if The 


Hague tribunal should sustain the right of Newfoundland to restrict rights 
conferred by treaty upon Americans, then the various American states and 
foreign nations might do likewise, involving the parent government in serious 
complications with the powers with which it has treaty relations.

MILLIKAN IS NEW WIZARD 


Robert A. Millikan, professor of physics at 


the University of Chicago, is a new "wizard" of 
the electrical world. Professor Millikan broke 
into the Edison and Marconi class when he cap- 
tured a single ion. What is an ion? you ask. 
Well, ?ou needn't be ashamed to ask the ques- 
tion, for Professor Millikan found it necessary 
to explain it to the Sigma Chi society of the uni 
\ersity, before which he was lecturing. 


Here's the definition: An ion is an atom, or 


a piece of an atom, a molecule or a group of 
molecules which carries the electrical charge. 
No-w you know what an ion is. But listen! 


By capturing a single ion and putting a tag 


on it Professor Millikan has swept away much 
of the mystery surrounding the nature of the 
electrical charge since the discovery of electric- 


it} 
Besides capturing an indnidual ion. the long-misunderstood earner of 


electricity, he has viewed in his laboratory peppery specks of electricity on 
charged bodies, disproving the theory that electricity is an "imponderable 
fluid." and upholding the indefinite "ionic hypothesis" of Farada>, who gave 
his theory to the world in 1830. 


Also "he has proved the 
kinetic theory.'1 that molecules of air are iu 


rapid motion, and has measured the "energy of agitation" of these molecules 


That the university profes-or has isolated and toyed with one of the 


elementary units out of which all matter is made is a conclusion to be Ora^n 
from the experiments, in pursuance of the recent trend of science, according 
to tne University of Chicago authorities 


The actual catching of the single ion? n-as accomplished by the introduc- 


tion of a "droplet" of oil between the plates of a horizontal air condenser 
The presence of the ions became apparent owing to the action of the oil 
particles. Just like catching a bird by putting salt on its tail, isn't it?

WILSON FORCASTS DISASTER 


"If she loses her self-possession America will 


stagger like France through fields of blood before 
she again finds peace and prosperity under the 
leadership of men ^ho understand her needs." 


The foregoing is one of the fiery sentences in 


a hot speech recently deliveied b> Dr Woodrow 
Wilson, president of Princeton university, to the 
sons of Old Nassau at a banquet in Pittsburg 
Then, turning to the subject of churches. Dr. 
Wilson went on to say: 


"I trust I may be thought among the last to 


blame the churches, yet I feel it my duty to say 
that they, at least the Protestant churches, are 
serving the classes and not the masses, of the 
people. 
They have more regard for pew rents 


than for the men's souls. They are depressing 
the level of Christian endeavor. It is the same 


with the universities. We look for the support of the wealthy and neglect 
our opportunities to serve the people. 


"It is for this reason the state university is held in popular approval, 


while the privately supported institution to •which we belong is coming to 
suffer a corresponding loss of esteem. 


"While attending a recent Lincoln celebration I asked myself if Lincoln 


would have been as serviceable to the people of this country. had he been 
a college man and I »as obliged tc say to myself that he would not. 


"The processes to which the college man is subjected do not render him 


serviceable to the country as a whole. It is for this reason that I have dedi- 
cated every power in me to a democratic regeneration. The American col- 
lege must become saturated in the same sympathies as the common people. 
The colleges of this country must be reconstructed from the top to the bot- 
tom. 
The American people will tolerate nothing that savors of exclusiveness. 


Th»ir political parties are going to pieces. The} are busy with their moral 
regeneration and they want leaders who can heip them to accomplish it."'

The United States maintains a pow- 


erful and rapidly growing navy, that 
measures up well in comparison with 
the righting fleet of any other power, 
but our army does not make a correspondingly 
impressive showing when set down against the 
military forces of the leading European nations, 
in a competition on paper. Obviously Uncle Sam 
must depend, as he has in times of trouble in the 
past, on throwing into the field in emergency, a 
great body of citizen-soldiery, recruited for the 
occasion. 
Such a volunteer body, if wholly un- 


trained, require weeks of drilling to fit them for 
an> thing approaching practical work. Especially 
is the training in marksmanship an especially 
time-consuming preliminary. It would be of the 
gicatest possible advantage if a large share of the 
•volunteers came into the army thoroughly experi-

A manifes- 
tation of Secretary Dickinson's inter- 
est in marksmanship that exerts con- 
siderable influence in behalf of the 
cause is found in his custom of In- 
dorsing by his personal presence, the 
great annual events designed to en- 
courage marksmanship In general and 
rifle shooting in particular. 


The great national rifle and revolver 


matches are held during the latter part of each sum- 
mer at Camp Perry, in northern Ohio. The shoot- 
ing is continuous for more than a month, on what 
are generally accounted the finest rifle ranges on 
this continent. At these tournaments shooting is 
in progress from 8 to 11 o'clock each morning, and 
from 1 to 5 o'clock every afternoon. There are re- 
volver matches at 25 and 50 yards, and rifle contests 
at 200, 300. 600, SOO and 1,000 yards. 
Contesting 


teams are divided into different classes according to 


the showing they made in the last 
previous national shoot, and there 
are a great number of 
monetary 


prizes in all the different 
classes. 


For teams, first prizes range from 
$350 to $450, whereas, in the national 
individual matches the first prizes 
are in the neighborhood of $60 each. 
Many of these individual contests 
are open to any citizen of the Uni- 
ted States between the ages of 18 
and 45 -vears.

The largest gold-producing country is the Trans- 


vaal, where the output Increased from $8.000,000 in 
1889 to $133,000,000 in 1907. The increase in the 
production of the Transvaal mines made during 
the year 1307 almost equaled the entire production 
of the gold fields in Alaska. In round figures, the 
world's production of gold from the discovery of 
America in 1492 to 1880 was about $6.300.^00,000. 
The entire world's supply of gold could not have 
been in excess of $6.500,000.000. The last 30 years 
has doub^d this supply and if the present produc- 
tion is maintained for anoxher generation it will 
double age'in. the National Magazine says. As gold 
has long b-^-n the world-wide standard of value, 
these statistics certainly suggest that the increase 
in the production of this precious metal may indeed 
vitally affect prices.
